Annual Rates per Thousand: Rates in the form of "annval rates 


per thousand men" are conventionally used in 
medical statistics and reporting. They serve 
the purpose of basing observations on a common 
time-period, Most annual rates in this report 
are based on observation of a month-long period; 
such rates can be converted to rough percent- 
ages for the month by dividing them by 120. 


Crude Death Rates; This term applies tc deaths from all causes 
among the entire army in the theater, as 
distinct from death rates specific for cause, 
age, risk, and so on. 
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1. NON-EFFECTIVENESS 


The non-effective rate declined, although the estimated rate for October (4.4%) was 
> ae the corrected rate (4.185. The estimated non-effective rate for November 
is 3.9%. 


2. ADMISSION TO SICK REPORT 


The admission rate to sick report for October increased over that for September as. 
predicted in the preceding report. The estimated admission rate to sick report for 
November is somewhat higher than for October, Incomplete returns for December indicate 
that the rate will be somewhat higher, There was an increase in the rate for Diarrheal 
Diseases, Malaria, Fevers of Undetermined Origin, and Dengue. There was a decrease in 
the rates for Non-Battle Injury and Respiratory Diseases, 


3. DEATHS 


The crude death rate for the theater showed a marked increase during October due 
chiefly to those killed in action and those dying of battle wounds. The death rate 
for non-battle injury declined, 


4e EVACUATIONS 


There was no significant change in the evacuation rate during the month of October 
over that of the preceding month. There was an increase in the rate for those boarded 
and awaiting evacuation to the United States. There were five hundred and twenty (520) 
air evacuations to the United States during the month of October, 


5, HOSPITAL BEDS 


There was an increase in fixed beds available of approximately 6600 in the theater 
due largely to transfer of beds from Pacific Ocean Area amd construction, There was 
also an increase in mobile beds. The percentage of T/O beds occupied in the Bases 
was 76.2% against 74% for October, There were 6012 vacant beds in the Bases as of 
9 December 1944. From those vacant beds it was necessary to allocate 7000 bed credits 
for the Leyte Operation. Therefore, there was barely sufficient beds in the Bases 
to support the operation. ; 


6. ACCIDENT PREVENT ION 


On 1 May 1944, the AC/S, Ge3, Hq USASOS was delegated by the Commanding General, 
USASOS to initiate a program for "accident prevention", A comparison of non-battle 
casualty rates before and after the establishment of this program is shown on Page 10. 


7. NUDRITION 


Data on a ration-supplement, hospital, has been received and estimated requirements 
for this item for 1945 have been submitted. It is probable that first supplies of this 
ration-supplement will not be available until March 1945. Analyses of the 
supplemental ration items which are to be used in conjunction with regular field 
rations show that about one-third of the amounts of the necessary nutriments exist in 
the new supplementary items. The attached table shows the increase in nutriments 
resulting by adding the supplemental-ration to the regular type rations. Included 
also are analyses of our present rations, ration scale, the minimum nutritional 
requirements and the dietary needs established for S.W.P.A, It is clear from the table 
that all rations as planned for S.W.P.A. provide an adequate dietary.
